But it is to the C.P.R. Demon- 
stration Farm that one must look 
if one wishes to see the poultry in 
dustry brought down to a science. 
Within the last few months equip- 
ment of the very latest type, in con- 
siderable quantity has been added 
to the poultry department of the 
farm, and to-day it is probably the 
largest establishment of its kind 
in the Province 

The new incubators and breeding 
house, which have just been com- 
pleted at a cost of not less than five 


dollars, are equipped with 


developing 
that of 
the far- 


electriclight, hot water heat, and 
all the latest ideas, garnered from 
over the entire continent 
The two storey building in the 
centre of the plant contains the in- 
cubators, furnaces, office, packing 
department, etc., The incubator 
room has a concrete floor and walls. 
The main incubator has a capacity of 
2400 eggs, and the individual incu= 
bators have in all a capacity of 1500 
making the enormous total of 3900 
eggs that can be incubated at one 
time 
The main incubator has a hot 
water heating plant all its own, and 
each compartment is walled off, so 
each can be opened without affecting 
the temperature in the others. 
By an ingenious thermostatic 
arrangement the interior is pre” 
vented from raising above a cer- 
tain temperature. When that “point 
is reached the expansion of a metal 
disc inside the incubator shuts off 
the water circulation until such time 
as the temperature lowers, when it 
automatically opens again. Inside 
each compartment is a tiny electric 
light, operated by the pressure of a 
button on the cutside of the case, 
so that the operator can note the 
temperature shown by the egg ther- 
mometer without opening the door 
of the incubator, At present the 
incubators are filled to capacity, and 
Mr Eltord, the superintendent of the 
Department, inform us that his last 
batches have averaged 60 per ceut 
chickens, which is very bigh, and 
shows that accurate mechanism eli- 
|minates the majority cf the risks at- 
| tendant on incubator hatching 
On each side of the incubator 
building are two long wings, where 
are the brooders and chicken runs. 
Each wing is heated by a _ hot 
water furnace, and besides running 
along the back wall a series runs 
{ under the brooders, which take the 
shape of an inverted tin can, with 
perforations to let the warm air out 
from below, The tops of the brood- 
ers are circular in shape, with a 
kind of curtain arrangement to 
keep the heat in, and at the same 
time 
and ingress, The wings are 
strongly built with sash windows 
facing the south. The top is ventilated 
with a packing of straw sheaves between 
the ceiling and the roof, Thus good 
ventilation is assured, and at the same 
time the building can easily be kept 
heated on the coldest days, In the front 
of each compartment is a netted runway 
for the birds, in the open air, One wing 
has a capacity of from 1000 to 1200 chick- 
ens, the other will hold about 800, At 
the present time one of the wings is 
completely filled with healthy chickens, 
who are eloquently appreciative of the 
arrangements made for their comfort, if 
one can judge from the noise they make.
